Feeling that they had been 


iirjustly ttealcJ and uiisiepieseiiletl council 
appointed a committee composed of T. 0 
Atkinson, Tieasurer of the Bucks County 
i'rust Company, and Jol»u Q. Baudiill, busi- 
ness manager of the Doylestowu Democrat, 
0 make a repot t iu i elation to the matter, 
whic.li wat submitted to council at a special 
meeting held 
on Friday evening, which

s of sufficient public interest to be given in 
'ull. The report is as follows: 


We, the Town Council of the Borough of 


)oylpstowu, law-abiding citizens, iniudtul oi 
he rebpect due lawfully constituted aulhoi- 
ty, and fully recognizing the duty of piompt, 
jbedieuce thereto, butteelmg that justice to 
ouiselves watiants some protest agaiust the 
action of the late Giaud Jury in the matter 
oi the l*iue stieet nuisance, 
lespeutfully 


ubinit: 


That Council, having at its regular Octo- 


>er meeting, and again at its November 


ion, duly considered the repairs neces- 


sary upon Pine street, placing the same m 
hu bauds ot the pioper committee, with 
rower to act, said stieet was practically iu 
>rocess ol lepair at tbe time the said Graud 
Ituy met aud theiefore not propel ly within 
their pui view. 


That in Iheii opinion, supported as they 


jelieve by the vast niiyonly of the citizens, 
:'ine stieet was not then, is uot now, nor 
las il been at any tune within the recent 
mst, in such condition aa to be a public 
misnnce, or to funiish suthcieut busis fui 
>uch a iiudiug. 


We protest that these proceedings, subse- 


quent to the pioper uciion of the Borough 
aulhonties, were unnecessary, either m ihe 
uteivst ot the geneuil public or of Doyles- 
towu borough, and an unjust and undeserved 
1 ejection upon this Council 


In legaid to cei tain statements made in 


this connection deragalory to Borough Coun- 
cil, they desire to explain- 


First. As to Bucks county being a large 


contnbutor to borough funds. 
Bucks coun- 


ty is net a large contributor, nor a con- 
tubutor at all to Doylestowu boiough lunds, 
the county payments being for water rents 
only, which, under (he decision of the couit, 
ne na part or parcel ot boiough luuds 
avmlable for street purposes. 


Second. 
As to the Bonmgli Cjuiuil com- 


pelling the citizens lo put down pavements 
iu violation of law 
That Section 8 oi the 


lioiough Charter reads as follows: "The 
said Council shall have full power to pave or 
otheiwise impiove all the footways and gut- 
ters within the borough at the expense 
thereof; 
Piovided, That every owner 
oj 


property or ground shall have the piwiUgt oj 
pamny titefoolieayi oil t/mr own front at their 
own expense; 
1'ruvided, That they have t( 


completed within antij days after due notice m 


ittnt/, (/wen for that purpose by tlie Town 


Council or their agents; and Provided, That 
nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to give power to the Council to compel any 
peison to pave at his own expense " 
The 


boiough funds are limited aud the demand 
tor iinpioveinents being in excess thereof, 
Council, deeming it permissible under the 
charter, compromises with ihu citizen in the 
matter of paving /us own front 
To the 


uigeut applicant, wheie the necessity is 
evident, and as near as possible in the order 
in which the applications are fiI'd, Council 
otters to put down curbing, Ihe applicant lo 
da the paving. 
There is no compulsion 


about it, the result being far more applica- 
tions thau Council can grant for want of 
means 
To hold that these agieemeuts be- 


tween thfi citizen and the Couusil, whereby 
the citizen can iiuorove his ptoperty and the 
borough be benefitted lo an extent otherwise 
impossible, is "compelling the citizen to put 
down pavements in violation of law," they 
feel a harsh const ruction, and one calculated 
to retard improvements in tbe borough. 


Third. 
That Dovlestowu Boruugh Council 


protest they have not been "niggardly" in 
their management of borough afiaits nor 
"ciimmally" negligent of their public dunes, 
but on tue contrary have endeavored to dili- 
gently and faithfully perform the same to 
the extent of their ability aud lo the best in- 
terests of the borough, the taxpayer and the 
citizen, who, they are confident, will bear 
them out in this statement. 


Fourth. Disclaiming any personal pique 


or resentment of unjust criticism they sub 
nut the foregoing simply in vindication of 
Boiough Council and its conduct of borough 
affairs, believing the same has been credita- 
ble to it aud beneficial to the community, 
and that, at the completion of repairs con- 
templated by Council prior to the advent of 
Winter (which included the much exagger- 
ated Pine street matter) Doylestowu bor- 
ough will be m better condition than for 
years, and in fact, everything considered, 
second to none similarly located, and of like 
size-in the state. 


It was anticipated that Judge Yerkes 


would have something to say about this re- 
port when opportunity offered, and there- 
fore it was no surprise when on Tuesday af- 
ternoon, at a session of Argument court, he 
read a voluminous statement in the nature 
of a reply to the report of Council. The 
statement filed by Judge Yerkes would make 
nearly if not quite two columns of matter, 
and therefore but a portion of it is quoted. 
After referring again to the condition of the 
street in question, which the Court described 
as a nuisance in more than one respect, the 
following statement wag made in relation to 
the action of Town Council; 
• It appears 


that certain accused persons, considering 
themselves above abiding by such investiga- 
tions as others must submit to, have under- 
taken to try themselves, pronounced their 


own innocence and to puf upon trial the 
lawfully conttituted authonties having in 
charge the trials of crimes and 
misdemean- 


ors. 
In their official corporate capacity they 


have confederated, got together and com- 
bined in seciet session, by piivale meetings, 
committees, and a series of explanatory res- 
olutions, which stiangely encumber the offi- 
cial records of a municipal corporation, aud 
display a singular ignorance of law as well 
as of facts, to arraign and libel the Grand 
Jury for the Jiicluu ge of a public duty en- 
tirely within their junsdiction by the un- 
warranted innuendo that they usurped pow- 
ers and falsely and untruthfully reported a 
condition to unjustly and undeservedly re- 
flect upon and injuie them personally " 


After staling that Council's professed sub- 


mission to lawful authority did not conceal' 
the malice ot the '/eport the Court added 
that if such attacks upon juries were permit- 
ted to pass withou' notice piosecutions itt the 
past would no longer serve as lessons for the 
tutures The Uistiict Attorney was instruct- 
ed to proceed 
in this case as m other?, 


whereupon Air. 
Swartley stated that he 


would like bench warrants ksued for the 
membeis of Council who were thus compelled 
to give bonds for their appeal ance at court. 
The mattei has created no end of talk at the 
county seat, and the outcome of the affair 
will be awaited with great iuteiest by the 
public. 


Tue deepest regiet was occasioned 
in 


Doylestown on Saturday by the announce- 
ment of the death of a former citizen of the 
county seat and a native of the county, J. 
Waiuer Goheen, Esq., of PluUdelphia, mem- 
ber of Common Council in that city. 
While 


Mr Goheen has been a resident of Philadel- 
phia some years, he continued to come here 
in the summer, and was always regarded as 
u Bucks county man. 
He was boin in 


Langhoine 50 years ago when that borough 
was known as Attleboro, and was educated 
at Carveisville, subsequently studying law 
with Hen. D. Newlin Fell, also of this 
county. 
Mr. Goheen eujoyed the esteem 


and commanded the admiration of thousands 
of Philadelphians who did not know him 
personally, but who knew him by reputation 
as a man of highest principle and integrity 
in the discharge of his public duty as a member 
of city councils 
The county may feel proud 


to claim him as a foimer citizen 
Mr Go- 


lieeu married a daughter of the late John B. 
Pugh, Esq , a piominent citizen of Doyles- 
lowu. 
His wife is a sister of Mrs. Hugh B. 


Ea«tburn, of Doylestown. 
His wife 
aud 


three childien survive him. 
The funeral 


took place on Tuesday, seivices being held 
in Philadelphia aud at the Doylestown Cem- 
etery, where inteiment was made. 
The 


seivices were attended by members of city 
councils and other prominent citizens of 
Philadelphia and this county. 


The County Commissioners had an unus-

Boaid fixed Satuidiy, December 23, and 
Tuesday, December 26, as the days upon 
which tax exonerations would be considered

the 


Peace who weie appointed by the Treasurer 
to collect the delinquent taxes.

ness and death rippened ihe fiuits of our 
wholly unprepaied condition. Then, again, 
the Butish facilities lor transpoitatiou of 
troops by water were far in advance of any- 
thing we possessed, both in the sum total of 
available tonnage and in the matter of pie- 
parulioii as well 
So far as concerns com- 


mibsaiy supplies, England seems to bo wiest- 
ling with the problem of "embalmed beef 
as wo were.

Quay approved the suggestion 


and became a candidate himself, claiming 
that nobody else could hold so many of the 
delegates together. 


"Quay is too shrewd to have imagined 


that there was ever any prospect that the 
St. Louis lightning would strike himself, no 
matter how impressive Governor Hastings 
should make the nominating speech. 
The 


height of Quay's ambition was merely to be 
placed in nomination and get the votes of all 
the Pennsylvania delegates except the mi- 
nority, in which Magee and Martin figured 
for McKiulcy."

ed n devilish contrivance to burn the store, 
and fully expected to collect on the morrow 
the $1800 insurance which Joshua Taylor &

On either si te of the store a time candle was 
placed. 
These candles will burn from four 


ours In three days. They are manufactured 


expressly for incendiary purposes. 
At the 


bottom of the caudles began a torch made of 
tape and saturated with gasoline and other 
inflammable si uff, ii not explosives. 
The 


charged mpes terminated in a barrel of ex- 
celsior iu the cellar, which was also heavily 
charged with gasoline. 
Two machines weie 


made in event of either failing. The candles 
were undoubtedly fixed to fire the store 
BO.'ne time during the night because ot a 
greater surely of success. 
But one of the 


caudles toppled over and the fire started 
prematurely. 


About 1.4-3 o'clock Joseph J. Murdook, of 


Philadelphia, who was visiting friends iu 
Liurlingion, passed the store and Haw the 
flames shooting up.the .wall. 
He kicked iu 


the door, but instantly realizing (hat the 
services of the tire department were neces- 
sary, I turned in an alarm. Tlie flames which 
were confined to one side of the stole were 
quickly extinguished with a stream from the 
chemical engine. An investigation as to the 
cause of the fire was then mude and the de- 
liberate plot was laid bare.

II. Lippincolt, warrants were issued by Jus- 
tice Smith tor the arrest of Scandeiy and 
tXavelaris. Acting Mayor Frank B. Stockton 
and Officer Joseph Shuniard wont to Phila- 
delphia to look for the culprits, but they 
were not to be found, and it was hardly 
thought that siiioe the lire was tt failure, 
either of the Greeks would ever return to 
this city.

Liquid air is so cold that mercury im- 


mersed in it turns solid aud can be em- 
ployed to hammer a nail.

gently boils, and gradually turns into 
vapor, like water simmering over a slow 
fire. The temperatuie of liquid air is 312 
degrees Fahiouhcit below zero, but that 
is "hot" compared with the temperature 
of liquid hydrogen, which is about 420 
degrees below ?ero. 
Professor Dewar 


finds it impossible to prevent an open 
vessel containing liquid hydrogen from 
having a whitish deposit of solid air at 
the bottom, because the moment the air 
comes in contact with the liquefied hy- 
drogen it is frozen hard and sinks through 
the hydrogen.—Youth's Companion. 


A ftneer Gold Coin, 


Colonel J. J. Sullivan of the Central 


National bunk is something of a numis- 
matist and owns many raic coins, among 
them a gold eagle of the date of 1800, in 
splendid preservation, and a $50 gold- 
piece minted in 1831.
